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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claim could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is a method of cooling comprising a needle within an infusion sleeve as 
claimed, terminating the infusion sleeve by peak and valley formations, abutting an exterior of an 
incision with the peak formations, the infusion sleeve being made of a flexible material that is 
collapsible and expandable axially as the needle is repetitively partially withdrawn and 
advanced, in combination with the method substantially as claimed. 

2. The closest prior art of record is Patent Number 5919157 issued to Strukel which teaches 
a method of using a needle having an infusion sleeve to provide a cooling liquid. Strukel fails to 
teach the steps of abutting peak formations to the exterior of an incision.
